In anewer to your letter forwarded by Dr. Craven, I should like to take 
up first the statement-on the second page, ie., "Yet, since the Island was 
teken for the Army Air, I cannot but cenclude that ‘the army pilots di nothing 
to assist in ite capture." What ]-Say here is largely my veractal orinion; 
but I think 1t can be checked by a thorough study of the planning papers and 
operational reports of the attion plus a consideration of the over-all 
atrategic situation in the Pacific war et the time. In desling with thie 
point and the other questions you raise, I will indicate sources at the end 
of each paragreph. 


In general, I believe it is feir to atate that the defensive notential 
of Iwo Jima was grosslp underestimated by all echelons. The responsible 
photo interpreters and intelligence evaluators were deceived by very excellent 
Japanese camouflage. As a result the whole operation wae very poorly planned 
and poorly executed except for the magnificant performance of the Marine 
ercund troops under very adverse conditions, The rewponeibility for thie 
poor planning must rest with the CINSPOA planners and more particularly on 
Admiral Spruance, Vice Admiral Turner, and their staffs who had over-all 
control of the operation. And while I-em-helding-ne-erief-fer the Seventh 
Air Force heavy bomb groups(the 30th and 11th) webeh were at the time probably 
the poorest AAF groups in combat theaters, it rudt-be- admitted thet they 
performed their aesigned missions reagonably well. The fact that they were 
not assigned missions in which they could be more effective met be charced 
not against them but against the ton command. It might also be noted that many 
AAF officers believed these groups were poor because they always operated 
under Navy operational control. That this ie not.the correct answer, however, 
is indicated by the far better record of the Thirteenth Air Force heavy groups 
which also had operated under Navy operaticnal control. 


The statement that "the Island was taken for the Army Air" is not strictly 
true in-my-copimien. It is true that eince the cperation turned out to be 
excessively costly, Navy publicists have consistertly reiterrated this 
statement and have justified the losses on the basis of the lives and planes 
of the Air Forces saved by the possession of the island. It is also true 
that the Air Force planners in JCS meetings had requested capture of an island 
in the Boning as a base where ——— planes or planes short of fuel could 
land following attecks on Japen. t would also surply bases for fighter 
escort cn missions to Japan. But I -submit that thia was convenient for the 
CINCFOA and COMINCE planners who also needed such & base. It was needed in 
order tO secure convoys going to Okinawa from Japanese Kamikaze attacks fron 
that flank, end it was aleo needed as a base of operations for the long-range 
Navy search planes guarding against possible Japanese flect action against 
Okinawa, There is also a further consideration which cannot be ignored, namely 
that the JCS had not yet made a decision as te the cver—all command of the 
invesion of Japan. Throughout the war, Admiral King and Navy planners had 
tried to get priority for the Central Pacific drive over Macarthur's drive 
from the Southwest Pacific just as Macdrthur tried to get priority for his 
drive.

As far as the statement, "the army pilots did nothing to assist in its 

capture," is concerned, the following figures are quoted: The B-24's flew 

15G to 900 miles entirely over water(without fighter escort most of the time) 

in 2,635 effective sorties dropping 5,584 tons of bombs on Iwo Jina. They 

hed 263 planes damaged from antiaircraft or enemy fighter fire(acproxinately 
10% damage) and lost nine B-2l's and crevs. Although the B-29's used Iwo 
Jina largely for training missions, they flew 196 effective sorties dropring 
1,123 tons of bombs and lost one £29. In addition to the missions on Iwo Jime 
meny micsions were run against th. harbors and airdrome iustallations on 

Hehe and Chichi Jima end other islands of the Bonin group. One squadron of

the 11th Bomb Group wined harbors in the various islands of the Bonins. 
Aithough enemy shipping was not completely stonped by this effort, the number 
of ship sightings did drop off markedly.

it mst aleo be remembered that the Seventh Air Force was not charged 
with assisting in the capture cf Iwo Jima. During the first phase of their 
strikes, the majority of their missions were sent against shippirg in the 
Bonins(from August to December 1944), During the second phase, the majority 
of the missions were directed againet airfields to prevert Japanese attacks 
on the Marianas beses. While they did not succeed in rendering Bonin fields 
imoperationel for more than 24 hours, there were no more attacks against the 
Marianas after 2 January 1945. It was only in the last four days prior to 
the landings that they were directed against defensive installations and on 
two of these deys the planes were ordered to return their bombe to base without 
attacking by the ground controller.

In regard to Admire] Spruance's statement that "he relied too heavily on 
the Seventh Air Force," it is simply not true. The whole strangth of the 
Centrel Pacific claim for priority in the drive to Japan rested on the 
assumption that with mobile carriers and fleet bombardment unite, they were 
not tied down to short-range jumps depending on land-based aerial neutralizatio: 
as was Macdrthur's Southwest Pacific campaign. The amphibicus technique 
depended upon ship bombardment unite to neutralize the beachhead sufficiently 
for the assault troops to get ashore after whiéh the escort carrier aircraft 
eupplied such ground support and aerial neutralization as was necessary. 
the other hand, it is undoubtedly true thak after looking at aerial photographs 
prior to the landing which showed almost the entire island pock-marked with 
bomb craters, Admiral Sprusnce,even as did Seventh Air Force commanders, 
estimated that the bombings had pretty well neutralized Japanese defensive 
installations. As a result of this faulty estimation the simple fact, which 
can be checked with the planning papers, is that Iwo Jima was not considered 
a very tough target. It was estimated that the entire island would be secure 
fnside of three days. Aside from normal reserves, personnel requirements 
and equipment and logistic supplies such es bombardment ammunition were cal- 
culated on this basis. 


Certainly, if Admiral Spruance had counted heavily on the Seventh Air 
Force to neutralize Iwo Jima, the available forces would have been used much 
differently. Following the cepture of the Marianas, the Seventh Air Force 
had the two heavy bomb groups, the 3@th and the llth, a medium bomber group 
equipped with B-25's, and an additional heavy bomb«group--the yolith~-available 
in October 1944, The medium bomb group after flying ground support missions 
in the Marianas wae allowed to return to Oahu for reorganization and modif- 
ication of ite planes for more effective ground support for future operations. 
The 4S4th Group was emplaced on Palau in October and loaned to the operational 
epntrol of the Far East Air Force during the entire Iwo Jima campaign. The 
enttre effort against the Bonins was charged to the 11th and 30th Heavy Bomb 
Groups with slightly more than 100 operational planes and an average of 
ike crews. They were augmented later by about 30 P-38's for strafing and 
escort. There was also a equadron of Marine PBJ's used for night radar 
shipping searches. The 30th Group was based on Saipan approximately 750 
statute miles from Iwo Jima and about 300 miles from Chichi Jima. The llth 
Bomb Sroup--which might jest ae well have been on Saipan--was based on Guam 
approximately 850 miles from Iwo Jima and 1000 miles from Chichi Jima, These 
aigtances limited the bomb load to 4,500 pounds and lower.

The two avallable grouns could by no means concentrate their whole 
effort on the Bonins. They were also charged with occassional strikes against 
Yep, Truk, Marcus, Woleai, and other by-passed areas. A considerable portion 
of their effort was also put in on nightly harassing missions against the 
harbors and airfields in the Bonins to cut down nightly activities of the 
Japanese defensive forces. These nightly missions naturally cut down the 
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strength available for day miesions. Other factors influencing the effect- 
iveness of the attacks on the Bonine were the distance, the lack of fighter 
escort, varieble and strong winde affecting bombardiers cslculaticns, and the 
frequent cloud cover requiring redar bombing(with the older tyne reader). 


On the other hand, the Seventh Air Force ordinarily bombed at a much 
higher altitude than was made necessary by entiasircraft fire. Experience and 
tests by the Fifth Air Force had shown that while the B-24 was too slow not 
tc suffer undue damage from medium and light antiaircraft below 10,000 feet, 
these tests had also shown that the Japanese Yeavy antieircraft was toc slow 
in tracking the B-24's to be effective around 10,000 feet altitude while it 
was effective around 15,000 and above. In other words, there was less anti- 
aircraft damage between 10,000 and 15,000 bombing altitude than there was when 
the planes bombed above 15,000 feet. & few test missions run by the Seventh 
Air Force had ales borne out this fact, t+ the Group commanders contimed to 
order bombing altitudes above 15,000 in a majority of the missions. Jaturally, 
the bombing accuracy is not going to be as great as it would be at 10,000, 
However, the continued Nevy pleae for the heavy bombers to bomb from around 
4,000 feet indicates a failure to realize the capabilities and weaknesses of 
the weapon. Besides the high bombing altitude, the bombers did not fly as 
tight bombing formations as they might have. The bombardiers had difficulty 
in calculating the aerie) and surface winds; there was also difficulty with 
varieble reaiings on the free air temperature. All of this affected the 
bombing accuracy and the spacing and concentration of the bomb patterns which 
was worse in the Seventh Air Force than in any cther combat theater. Tet 
the bomb patterns were sufficient for coverage of the assigned miseicns eren 
though it was not as efficient es it might have been.

In regerd to shipping, the Seventh Air Force commanders hed protested 
from the beginning of the Pacific campaign that use of heavy bombers in the 
enall numbers available against shipping was an uneconomical use of that 
weapon. Yet throughout the war, shipping was always a priority target in the 
missions aa charge? to sha Seventh Air Force.(See Central Pacific Chapters in 
Volume IV, AAF History) Heavy bombers were effective against shipping when 
there were large concentrations of shipping and the bomber formations were 
large enough to get pattern bombing, but this condition rarely existed in the 
Sentral Pacific. Actually in the Bonin area during the period under consider- 
ation{ August 1944--Feb 1945) there were few large ships. What there was 
asually put into Chichi Jima harbors and was transhipped and run down at night 
‘4 amall ships to Iwo Jima. Only one ship--550 tons-- is credited by JANAC 
to an Army mins. Of the 18 other ships--enly two over 2,900 tona-- three are 
credited to Navy carrior aircraft, eight to surface fire, aix to submarines, 
and one to an unknown causa. Of the ship sinkings claimed by the Seventa 

Air Force and by the Marine PBJ'a, undoubtedly some were shipe of less than 
500 tona which don't show an the JANAC listings. Officially, the JANAC listing 
must be accapted. However, since submarine reports of ship sinkings were 
accepted by JANAC without review, it is evident that they cannot be regarded 
as infallible. Regardless of this questions, however, there is no doubt that 
the Seventh Air Force did not sink many ships. There is also no doubt that 
the should not have been expected to do so and that the concentration on 
shipping between duguet and December 1944 was uneconomical use of B-24's which 
might have been mich more effective against defensive installations. 


Your conclusions in regard to the effectiveness of blockbusters in 
demolishing defensive inetallations in the soft volcanic sand and rock of 
Iwo Jima are just the reverse of the actual fact, It ia perhaps a reasohabdls 
conclueion for the ground troops to have arrived at, but it is incorrect just 
the same. The soft spongy soil hase a cushioning effect on high explosives 
greatly narrowing their effective radius. On the spot surveys by Bomb damage 
teams showed quite a number of instances where bomba had landed fithin ten 
feet of reinforced conerste gun positions and exploded without any noticeable 
effect on the positions. In the soft soil the bomb would penetrate further 
then normal with the resulting explosion almost vertical with very little 
sideqays blasting or fragmentation effect. The chief damage to personnel would 
be only concussion effects. The ship gunnery bombardment units found the 
sams situation to apply with almost all targets requiring considerably more 
expenditure of anmunition than had been allotted. In almost all cases with 
either bombs or shells, it was found that numerous direct hits were required 


to neutralise any particular target. 
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In view of tne nature of the reinforced positions and the soil conditions 
the Evaluation Board reports concludes that it is doubtful if any of the 
munitions on hand would have been effective. The Seventh Air Force throughout 
the Pacific campaign used few bombs larger than the regular 500 pounders and 
consequently had not enough large bombs available for a concentrated effort. 
The use of the larger bombs would also have meant fewer bombs 8° that the , 
coverage of the target areas would not have been gufficient to neutralize it. 
500 pounders were used mostly in the earlier phase of the campaign with a 
shift to 100 pound and 260-pound frags during the attacks on the airfields. 
The Evaluation Board believes their effort would have been more effective had 
the smaller bombs been used throughout with their correspondingly ereater 
area coverags.

The B-29 operations, Of course, were controlled by the Jes{of which 
Admiral King was 6 member)and were outside of Admiral rSpruance's control. f 
have no-way of checking with material available here, but \P would be greetiy 
surprised if any request had-been nade for B-29 pre-invasion neutralization. 
As shown by the post-invasion surveys, even for the B-29's it would have 
required large-scale attacks haing very large bombs. But again, it mest be 
pointed out that the commander's estimate of the situation did not indicate 
thie necessity and neither the B-24's nor the B-29's were called upon for any 
large-scale pre-invasion neutralization. fn the matter of posat-invasion 
bombing, it must be remembered that Iwo Jima is a very emeall island and ths 
opposing forces were locked in very close combat which made any very heavy or 
heavy bomber strikes very dangerous to freindly forces. 


After the invasion and the difficulties of the operation became evident, 
probably the most effective type of aerial support would have been napalm 
attecks as developed and used by the Mfth Air Force in the Ipo Dam area on 
Luzon where the Japanese had built up similar defense positions. While napalm 
was tried on Iwo Jima, it was not very successful. The mixers used on the 
escort carriers were not too satisfactory with the result that a very low 
percentage of the napaim tanke exploded, fhe dive-bomb type of drop as used 
by the Navy pilots did not scatter the napalm as well as the minimum altitude 
drop used on Imzon,. Further, the successive wave technique was not developed 
or used by the carrier pilote. (o ey 


The statements by Admiral's Sprasance/and Blandy show an ignorance of 
the actual facts which is not defensible.’ I-wilk-quote below summaries of 
the mission reports of the days under questions. Befnseuthet,—howevar,.. wit 
petat-out ‘that many times bombs did land in the water as quoted by the prisoner 
The bombing of the Seventh Air Force was not too accurate as explained above. 
But also the island is small, and many of the target areas assigned are close 
to the waters edge so that even with good bombing the normal dispersal pattern 
will put some bombs in the water.(The summaries of the Mission reports are 
attached--extracted from Preliminary History of the Seventh Air Force, Fed 45, 
classification, SECRET.) 


It should be noted that on 14 February in returning from an attack on 
Iwo Jima, the formation of the 11th Bomb Group spotted a large concentration 
of shipping some forty miles away.

Ther@ were four Fighter Groups plus service units stationed on North and South 
Fields on Iwo Jima. These were the 41uth(P-h7's), 15th(P-51'sd, 2lst(P-51), 
and 506th(P-51's) Fighter Groups. In addition there was the 549th Might 
Fighter Squadron and a XX AF Combat Staging Center to service B-29's, In 
aidition there were some Navy PBY squadrons stationed there to the vest of my 
knowledges* The fighter groups normally had three squadrons with an assigned 
equipment of approximately 80 planes per group. This would make a total of 
320 planes eventually on Iwo Jima not counting the night fighter nr the Pau-Fs. 


A total of 2396 B-29's are listed as having landed on Iwo Jima or 9% of the 
airborne aircraft. The losses in aircraft before the capture of Iwo Jima 
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Iwo Jima--5 


amounted to an average of 3.5% of the airborne sorties. After the capture of 
Iwo Jima this loss dropped to 1.3% of the airborne sorties. Before the capture 
567 crew members are listed as nissing, while after the capture 1,620 are 
listed as missing. This increase is, of course, accounted for by the greatly 
increased scale of effort. 


The exact aumber of Air Force lives seved by the facilities available on 
Iwo Jima is impossible to estimate accurately, Many of the 2396 B-29's that 
landed there could have reached the Marianas; many of them could act, The 
B-29's could have carried out their missions against Japan without the 
fighter escort made possible by Iwo Jima and without the landing facilities 
there, but it would have been at considerably greater cost in lives and morale. 
Fighter eacort is a great moral’ bocater to any bombing organization. The 
knowledge that there is an intermediate airfield whera beat-up airplanes 
can ITand, wheres planes short on fuel can replenish, or where badly wounded 
crew members can get quicker medical attention is a further boost to the 
morals and efficiency of bomber organizations. The possession of Iwo Jima 
further offered a rendezvous reference point which had been avsided previously 
to order not to give the Japanese advance warning of raide on their homeland, 
Another aivantage was the extension of the air-sea rescue service omch closer 
to Japan than had been possible when Iwo Jima was in enemy hands, In additénn 
to these advantages from an Air Force viewpoint to the possession of Iwo Jima 
must be added the casualties and damages inflicted on the Japanese by direct 
fighter swesps in the later stages of the war when the B-29's did not need 
as much fighter escort. 


An evaluation of the over-all value of Iwo Jima in American hands is 
difficult esvecially when the evaluation is megsured against the number of 
lives lost in its capture. Certainly, a war cannot consist entirely of easy 
victories, The defensive commander of Iwo Jima did his job well and 4mecrican 
intelligence should not-berblamed too much for understandable mistakes, Cert- 
ainly, the defensive potential of Iwo Jima was underestimated, but it is 
doubtful if any other of the Bonin Islands would have been an easter selection, 
Ths gane techniques and combinations of forces which had worked well in 
previous Pacific assaults were used just as effectively at Iwo Jima, Certainly 
as it turned out, diversion of B-29's for an all-out neutralization of Iwo 
Jima would have saved many lives; but it was not deemed necessary at the time, 
4nd the continuation of 3-29 attacks on Japan plus the atom bonbs brought 
Japanese capitu&ation before an invaston of Japan itself was necessary also 
saving many lives.

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In genoral, the evidence seams to indicate that the defensive potential 
of Iwo Jima was crossly underestimated by all echelons. The responsible 
photo interpreters and intelligence evaluators were deceived by very exee)]- 
lent Japanese camouflage. As a result the whole operation was very poorly 
planned and poorly executed except for the magnificant performance of the 
larine ground tropps under very adverse conditions. The responsibility for 
this poor planning must rest with the CINCPOA planners and more particular! y 
on Admiral Spruance, Vice Admiral Turner, and their staffs who had over-all 
control of the operation. And while the Seventh Air Force heavy bomb rroups 
(the 30th and lith) were at the time probably the poorest AAF groups in 
combat theatere, it ig evident that they performed their assifned missions 
reasonably well. The fact tht they were not agsiened missions in which 
they could be more effective must be charged not against them but against 
the top comand, It might also be noted that many AMF officers believed 
these groupe were poor because they always operated under Navy ops rational 
control, That thie is not entirely the correct answer, however, ig indi- 


cated by the far better record of the Thirteenth Air force heavy groups 
which also had operated under llavy operational control.

The statement that "the Island was taken for the Army Air 
strictly true. It is true that since the operation turned gut to be exces- 
sively costly, Navy publicists have consistently reiterrated this statement 
nd have justified the losses on the basis of the lives and planes of the 
Air Forces saved by the possession of the island. It is also true that the 
Air Force planners in JUS meetings had requested capture of an island in 
the Bonins as a base where damersd planes or planes short of fuel could lend 
followine attacks on Jamn.

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Use of Be29 Aircraft in the Okinawa Campaign 


Because of the nearness of the Ryukyu Islands to the Japanese 
homeland, where the remaining strength of the enemy's air force was 
concentrated by early 1945, it was anticipated by the American command 
that vigorous air attacks upon the assault forces would be made in the 
course of the Okinawa operation. To meet the expected air offensive 
from the airfields of Kyushu and Formosa, reliance was placed princi- 
pally upon U.S. carrier task force units and their screening shipe, a 
British carrier force, and, after a beachhead had been secured, upon 
land-based antiaircraft artillery, forewarned by a ring of picket 
stations established by the Navy. In addition, Formosa was struck 
from the Philippines, the Shanghai airfields were attacked by fighters 
in China, and, at the end of March, two diversionary missions were 
flown by B-29's against airfields on Kyushu. 


Plans for the amphibious operation also included use of B-29's 
against tactical targets in support of the invasion, in case the mili- 
tary situation should become critical enough to justify diversion of 
the XXI Bomber Command from its primary mission. On the eve of the 
initial landings on Okinawa, liaj. Gen. Curtis E. Leltayl therefore wae 
instructed by Brig. Gen. Lauris Norstad, Chief of Staff of the Twentieth 
Air Foree, to maintain close liaison with CINCPOA (Admiral Nimits), who, 
as theater commander, was authorized under the governing JCS directive, 
to request loyment of Twentieth Air Force units in case of tactical 
(or strategic) emergency. 


Enemy air opposition was relatively light until 6 April, when the 
Japanese began one of the mort furious countereair attacks of the Facific 
war. It was estimated that about 355 kamikaze and almost as many con- 
ventional fighter and reconnaissance planes from Kyushu struck at ship- 
ping and ground forces ashore. In the opinion of CINCrAc-C DICFOA head- 
quarters, this situation constituted a serious threat to the fleet and 
warranted diversion of B-29's, to insure the success of the Okinawa 
operation, On & April, therefore, 53 aircraft of the 73d and 313th 
Bombardment Wings were dispatched against airfields at Kanoya - those 
believed to be the most important of the Kyushu bases from which the 
suicide attacks were being launched. Owing to a 10/10 cloud cover in 
the target area, 42 of the planes dropped their bombs on the secondary 
target, the city of Kagoshima, On 17 April, in response to a secomd 
request from CINCPOA, three wings bombed six different airfields = 


1. Major General LeMay was then commander of the XI Bomber Command. 
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apparently to good purpose, for CINCFOA stated in a radio massage that 
there was evidence of a decrease in the Japanese attacks upon Okinawa 
during the following 1é hours. 


In the course of the next 24 days, the XXI Bomber Coumand carried 
out 93 attacks against 17 airfields scattered over the islands of Kyushu 
and Shikoku, and in addition bombed fuel reserves in the Tokuyama dis- 
trict on 10 May. During the latter jart of April, when enemy air oppo- 
sition to the invasion wae at ite peek, the Command's attacks on the 
Kyushu airfields were raide in force, with more than 100 sircraft par- 
ticlpating. As employment of Okinawe-based planes became possible and 
enesy opposition diminished, the demands upon the 5-29's were lessened. 
When, on 11 May, Admiral Nirits released the XXI Bomber Command from 
further support of the Okinawa campaign, the B-29's returned to strategic 
bombing and to the mining of Shimonoseki Straits.

Beginning at 0200 hours on 6 June 1944, the mace of British and American 
power projected itself onto the beaches of Normandy. The assault had been 
preceded by « year of thought, training, and preparatery operations by the 
Army Air Torees and the fF. deci they had ensured, deforehand, sir 
supremacy over the areas of the planned landings, impaired the ottkubiaiane 
ef the French railway network on which the enemy depended heavily for his 
mobility, hindered the effectiveness of the murderous ¥-bombd emplacements along 
the French coast, and conducted a etrategic bombing offensive which reached 
epic proportions. 

Om that fateful t-day, the role of the combined air forces was of supreme 
significance. Anticubmaring patrols in the Channel, fighter cover over the 
convoys and the beaches, huge night attacks on selected railread yards, heavy- 
bomber attacks on beach defenses, ami the lift of paratroop divisions were 
only a few of the tasks assigned to the RAY and USAaF, «“ithout air supremacy 
the Allies could not have stood at all om the soil of France in June 1944, 

Nevertheless by the middle of July the situation in Wormandy was fer from 
satisfactory. ‘The Britieh held a line along the Orne river at the sastern end 
of the Cotentin peninsula. ‘The Americans had fanned west and reduced the 
Cherbourg peninsula. Sut the ground forces working inland came up against « 
type of terrain that put then further and further behind schedule. ‘They on- 
countered that sestion of Normandy know as the Bocage country, marked by 
emall fields bordered with deep drainage ditches and stout, impenctrabdle hedges. 
The narrow roads were aleo hedge-lined. ‘ach hedge had become a fortress, 


each field a dangerous open space across which withering eneny fire was 


? 2's 
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bronght to bear. 
the Allies were, in effect, dammed up behind the hedgerows, despite the 


fact that they had gotten mountains of supplies and thousands of reinforcements 


over the beaches, The British Second and the azerican First Arales were ashore, 
and the IX Tactical Air Comeand, under General %. R. Quesada, had come in to 
cooperate with the Firet army, Air operations. hevever, had been hampered 

by rain, mud, and general lack of tactical targets. 

The protien was in its elemente simle—to break out thie mass of llied 
power, to roll uw the Cerman defenders, and continus the offensive into the 
Plains of France where unlimited maneuver was poasible. The UJ. %. Third 
Army was coming ashore and with it XIX TAC, another huge division of the 
Ninth Air Yorce. In order to solve the problem the air forces were =t this 
point asked to perform a type of operation which had been in disrepute since 
Cassino, although it hed previously proven successful in Timisia. This was 
carpet bombing. 

The principle of carpet bombing consists in dropping #0 many bombs on 
euch a small area that the enemy defenders are stunned and desoralized for a 
ehort time. In that time, according te the theory, advancing troops can cet 
among them and mop them up. 

Sat experience had shown that there was the crux of the probles, ‘he 
ground troops had to get into the enemy cositione ‘amediately before the 
defenders could recover, ‘They, therefore, had to be placed close to the 
enemy's lines where they mizht be bombed by their owm planes coming in for 
the attack. ‘The bombing line could then be laid on at the rear of the enemy 
ring and roll forvard as closes to the friendly troops as possible. the closer 


it came the better the chances of a breakthrough. At Cassino the American 


ee 
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troops had been pulled back, but so hed the German defenders who iesued forth 
after the bombing and used the wreckage of the town to fight off the infantry 
and tank assault, At Caen in Normandy on 16 Jwly a carpet-bombing attack hed 
deen exploited ty the British only to 2 depth of five miles, at which »oint 
the eneay reformed and stopped the assault. 

The operation was coded COBRA and it cnlled for the dropping of 3,400 
tons of high explosite by-aum a huge foree of aircraft of all types from the 
“ighth and Winth Air Forces. ‘The focus of tht merciless rain was an area 7,000 
yards long by 260 wide in tne %t. Lo-Ferlers ares; where the american VII Corps 


was in line. The Ist, 30th, 4th, and 9th Infantry Divisions vere poised to 


exploit the sir bombardment. D-day for COBRA's strike was sot originally 

for Zi July, vut continued bad westher delayed @ until the 25th, 

The aerial operation was then carried out substantially as planned. At 
fi mimue 75 eight groupe of Ninth Air Foree fighter-bombers delivered a vombing 
and strafing attack from low level. ‘Then cane the heavies—1,500 of them 
from the “ighth Air Foree at fi mims 60--in a macnificent display of aerial 
strength, At 1100, H-hour, seven groups of the Winth's fighter-bombers re- 
quned low-level attacks. ‘Yegiming at H plus 3 all of the 1% Bomber Command '= 
mediums joined the adgault, three A-2) groups concentrating om the %t. Giles 
area and eight Marauier groupe attacking both pin-point and area targets in 
the vieinity of St, Lo, Habrecevon, La Chapelle en Jager and fontreuill, Area 
cover was provided by VITI Tighter Command, while P-5l's of the Ninth air Force 
flew deep defensive sweeps in suprort of the air operations. Ix/TAs's fighter 
bombers made additional attacks in cooperation with the ground forces after 
the carpet-bombing phase was over. 

The effect of this massive air blow on the enemy was devastating; its 


immediately visible result the appesranse of a pall of smoke rising to 2,000 


a ae 
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feet over the entire ares. Mey communications in the etricken region ceased 
and enemy troops were badly shaken, at least for a time. Their casualties 

€ié not correspond to the saale of serial effort, but the essential part of 
the task had been xccomlivzaed. Om the 25th and the 26th, the American in- 
fantry advanced, breached the enem positions weet of St. Lo, and opened « 
way for the armor. 

On the 4th Division front the enemy's communications were so dicrupted 
that he was forced to resort to runners exclusively, 2 fact which contritmted 
te the disorganization of the defense. Only small arms fire was encountered 
in this sector. ‘Three regiments of the 9th Division attacked immediately 


after the serial bombardment, gained a; preelable ground, snd ultimately won 


their objectives. the 47th Regiment, however, had bean disorganized by short 


bombing and ites attack was delayed for one to one and one-half hours. In 

the interval S° and paratroopers organized the most serious resictance which 
the division encountered. ‘The 30th Division had been hit by short bombing 
both on the 24th and the 25th, It suffered from resulting disorganization and 
from artillery fire coming from positions to the southeast of our troops. 

The var Minry of the opposing German 7th army denied that a breakthrougi 
was achieved on the 25th, but ite conclusions were not in accord with the 
evidence of prieoners of war, As for the 26th, let the German diary speak 
for iteelf: 

The eneny's unimpeded and concentrated exployment of the air force 

>roved, in the clear weather, a powerful check om our om defense and 

on the concentration of our reserves. ‘The various penetrations 

effected by the enemy, which could not be checked for the time being 

because of our lack of reserves, created « serious breakthrough on 

this part of the front. 


Following the St. Lo breakthrough, the paralysis of the hedgerows ended

Bombing of the Algiers Area 


Gn the night of 14 November 1942, enemy air activity ms reported 
over Algiers. No report of damage was made. 

An alert was effected in Algiers on 23 December 1942, when a lone 
enemy plane was reported over Algiers, No bombing or damages resulted. 

During the night of 25 December 1942, approximtely 265 snemy aire 
oraft flying at very low altitude came over Algiers and dropped boxbs, 
No darages were inflicted. 

Algiers and the Maison Blanche Airfield were bombed by enemy planes 
on the night of 14 January 1943, Strikes were carried out against the 
airdrome and harbor area. : 

On the nights of 26/27, 28/29, and 29/50 Jenuary 1945, Bombing raids 
were carried out against Algiers, Both military installations and civilian 
property, Including a few large buildings, were damaged by the raids, One 
American Boldier was killed and several others were injured, In the 
course of the attack Allied antieaircraft and night fighters caused 
destruction to a number of enemy planes, 

Barly in the morning of 18 February 1945, approximately 15 enemy 
aircraft were reported in the Algiers area. Five borbs were dropped on 
the city, destroying a building and causing several casualties. 

In two raids on 21 and 26 March 1943, 15 enemy torpedo bombers from 
Sardinia flew over Algiers, Three aircraft were brought down by Allied 
fire and two air crew members were mde prisoners. No damage to Allied 
installations was reported, 

On 17 and 18 April 1943, a total of 35 evemy aircraft mde two attacks 
on Algiers, Six enemy planes were reported as destroyed. No damages 
were inflicted upon the city. 

Twelve enemy torpedo bombers were over the Algiers area on 20 and 
21 April 1943. Two of the bombers were dectroyed. No damage was ine 
flicted on the target. 

Between 8 and 14 May 1945, two raide were made against Algiers. 
Approximately 50 enemy planes took part in the action and 1¢ of these 
were destroyed by Allied antiaircraft and night fighters. 

During the early morning of 27 August 1945, 40 enemy bonbers 
approaching from all directions flew over Algiers, Three civilian 
houses were hit but no damage was inflicted upon militery establishments 
or personnel, Two of the bombers were destroyed by Allied antiairoraft.

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Accidental Bombin of Schaffhausen, Switzerland

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Accidental Bombing of Schaffhausen, Switzerland 


On 1 April 1944, the Eighth Air Force dispatched a mission against 
objectives in southern Germany. Upon arrival in the area, the bombers 
could not attack because of cloud cover end, as a comsequence, bombed 
targets of opportunity. Owing to high winds and navigational diffi- 
culties resulting from bad weather, part of the force, through error, 
dropped its load of exnlosive and incendiary bombs on the Swiss town 
of Schaffhausen. Although some bombs struck a wooded district south 
of the city, a larger number fell along the river front and in the 
town proper. 


According to the account in The New York Times (2 April 19Lh, 
p. 1:6), the first bombs were dropped near the railroad station of 
Schlatt, where the freight yards were severely damaged. Polling a 
"carpet attack" along the tracks, the bombers came over the town 
itself, hitting in succession a svall factory district, the Schaffhausen 
electrical plant, and the post office. Extensive damage and loss of 
life also occurred when « cluster of borbs fell on a corner of the 
market place, where the weekly sessicn wes in full swing. Since the 
planes were recognized as friendly aircraft, many of the Swiss had 
ignored the aireraid alarm and remained in the market square tc watch 
the initial formation of bombers fly inoffensively over the town, it 
was not until the first bombs were dropped at 1050 hours that they 
rushed to shelter. 


Throughout the remainder of the day while fires were being 
extinguished, rescue work organized, and public services restored, 
the Sviss were reported to have met the situation with stoic calm. 

In the face of a calamity that might have been avoided, they neverthe- 
less realized that, in most wars, neutral countries near battlefronts 
suffer gome of the hazards of the innocent bystander. The error in 
tombing was attributed by many to the fact that their ancient city 
lies on the north bank. of the Rhine, only a few miles from the German 
frontier. To them, it appeared probable that the bombardiers had 
believed that the river marked the Swiss boundary in that area. When 
news of the accident reached the British base from which the American 
planes had come, the report caused great distress. It was a mtter 
of spesial grief that suffering had boen brought to the Swiss, since 
large numbers of U.S, fliers, shot down over enemy territory, had 
escaped to Switzerland and, through internment in that country, had 
survived.

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Upon learning of the bombing of Schaffhausen, the United States, 
through its minister to Switzerland, sent expressions of deepest regret 
to the Swiss Government for the unfortunate incident. Mr. Cordell Hull, 
then Secretary of State, immedi tely informed the Swiss minister in 
Washington that appropriate reparation would be made, insofar as it 
was humanly possible. About ten days later the State Department 
announced that the United States had placed funds at the disposal of

The bombing of the Village of Grand Couronne was the result of 
an attack on the Rouen Industrial Area which was an opportunity target. 
Originally this operation was detailed to attack visually 12 Crossbow 
sites in the Pas de Calais. However, a complete undercast covered the 
Pas de Calais and consequently the detailed units were unable to attack. 
All but one unit withdrew and returned without bombing. One B-17 Group 
flew far south of course in an attempt to locate a suitable opportunity 
target and eventually released on the Rouen industrial area. The bomb- 
fall was several miles short, falling in open areas and extending througl 
the village of Grand Couronne, four miles southeast of Rouen.

On 17 April 19L4 he escaped with 
T/Srt. White, but was quickly retaken and bre ught back to the garrison. 
He and other officer POW's moved to the schoolhouse on 8 May 194 and 
remained there up to the time they were liberated.

the provisions of the munual, When the Allies invaded North Africa, 
only a few of the combet units of the Twelfth Air Force had had combat 


experierice, none of it in operations in support of ground forces, and 


only ea handful of persom:.el, air and ground, had participated in the 


exercises held in the summer of 1942 to test Field Manual 31-35, But 
ever. if a larger proportion had participated, the lack of proper 
equipment would have caused them to leave the exercises with an 
erroneous ides of air-ground cooperation, There is no doubt that some 
of the charves and counter-charges regarding the efficacy of air-support 
operations in the first four months of the North African campaign can 
be traced to the late pronouncement of concrete air-support doctrine 
and the lack of training thereunder, 

There were other reasons for the breakdown of the air-support 
plan in North Africa, In mid-November, after the end of French 
vasiathaed and after the Allies had started a drive to seize Tunisia, 
it was decided to move Twelfth Air Force fighter and light bomber units

Yet, Field Manuel 31-35 stated that "aviation in support of ground 

forces is normally constituted into air support commands .« . s* -which 

were to supply the machinery and "know-how" for executing such missions. 
Therefore, for approximately two months XII Fighter Command had 

to furnish the close support in the active sector of the theater. 

It may be assumed that under or@inary circumstances the command would 

have gone on the offensive, for if there was any one funcamental

The 


tadtical air units were now called upon to assist in halting the previously 
uninterrupted succ ion of Japanese advances through the F ippines 

and Netherlands East Indies to the northern shores of New Guinea. The 
situation in New Guinea, however, hed remained critical throughout the 
sumrer of 1942. In May of that year the Japanese had tried to mount an 
amphibious attack ara t Fort Moresby, the main Allied ronghold. north of 
the Australian continent, but this plan come to naught when they were de- 
feated at the Battle of Coral Sea. second attemrt ves made against 
Port Moresby when the Jaranese began an overland offensive across the 
rugged Qven Stanley Mountains. Approximately 5,000 Japanese veterans of 
the Malayan campaign joined by possibly an equivalent number of other 
Japanese troops were landed in the Buna-Gona area on 22 July 1942, and in 
the following months they camrleted their push over the Oven Stanleys. The 
Australian defenders were forced to fall back until on 8 September 1942 

the Japanese hed passed over the mountain range and were in the foothills 
just thirty miles outside of Port Moresby. Despite their success, Japanese 
planning for this offensive was poor: there was a complete lack of coop- 
eration between the Army and Navy and an absolute failure to provide for 
air cover or air logistic suprort. Cn the Allied side the reverse was 
true. Air-ground coordination was arranced directly between the Allied 
ground forces protecting Port Moresby under the command of Australian Lt.

Following the hectic beginnings in Papua, Southwest Pacific airmen de- 


signed a system for the control of air forces which was most adaptable to 


the theater mission and the frequent need to concentrate all aircraft against 
tactical objectives. “Seneral Kenrey always insisted th=t "all of the air 

in the theater was available and ready for direct support of ground operations, | 
if, when, and in such proportions as needed." The accuracy of Kenney's 
contention was shown most vividly during the height of the Papuan campaign 

when the Japanese had tried to outflank Port Moresby by landing in the Milne 
Bay area: two weeks of efficient Allied air support of the ground action 
against this amphibious force resulted in its withdrawal. 

In New Guinea the ground forces consisted of the U.S. Sixth Army and 
various Australian units, broken down into task forces operating against 
objectives such as Hollandia, Biak, Noemfoor, and Sansapor. The. U.S. 

Fifth Air Force initially comprised the bulk of theater air power, and its 
advenced headquarters moved forward with the seizure of each new objective. 
Operation,] air units were broken dow into three air task forces, can—- 
parable to tectical air commands, the 308th, 309th, and 310th Bombardment

port aircraft perties, which were air liaison teams consisting of an 
officer, cormmunicstions personnel, and radio equipment. These parties 
transmitted Soueste for air strikes and other information over the support 
radio net which included all wround task force commanders, ADVCH, the 
headouarters of the bombardment wings, Sixth Army, cnd the Australian New 
Guinea Force. When in June 1944, SWPA forces were expanded to include the 
Eighth Army ond Thirteenth Air Force, these new units were integrated into 
the came basic orranization. A new hicher hesdouarters, the Far East Air 
Forces, menaced 21] MAF units in the SWFA. A new Wfth Air Force headou,rters 
rerisced ADVCN, ond the Fifth Air Force continued in support of Sixth 
Army; the Thirteenth Air Force and the Eighth Army usually operated

These simple but suitable command channels permitted employment of a 
massed air assault when such became necessary. Heavy and medium bomber 
raids always prepsred the way for a new advence by neutrslizing threats 
of enemy air opposition. Thus before the Allied landing at Hollandia 
(22 April 1944) Fifth Air Force bombers, with long-range fighter cover, 


destraed some 340 enemy aircraft on airfields there, wrecking the Japanese 


Fourth Air army 2 This was a repetition of the similar success that 
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Force heavies bad at Wevak in Nev Guinea on 27 Angust 1943. Fifth 


planes also habitually softened up invasion areas preparatory 
4 landings; at Cape Gloucester thirty-eight days of contimous 
ng, representing 1,845 sorties and 3,926 tons of bombs, preceded the . 
0d landings on 26 December 1943.4 Heavy bombers also attacked the 
cy gion areas at Wakde;~Biak, and Noemfoor, hitting enemy defenses a few 
_Risates before amphibious forces reached shore. Other light and medium 
bombers and fighters flew "air alert" patrols over these beachheads and were 
directed to targets of opportunity by the amphibious controller. 
Isolation of the battlefield possessed an overriding claim on Fifth 
Air Force resources at critical junctures. Between 2 and 4 March 1943, 
Allied airmen turned back a Japanese reinforcement convoy headed for Lae 
and Salamaua, sinking twelve out of sixteen vessels in an action knowm as 
the Battle of the Bismarck eae The high percentage of hits for low- 
level attacks, 47 per cent demonstrated the efficacy of this type of approach. 
The-tactics of the Fifth Air Force in this engagement included high fighter 
cover and medium altitude bombardment attacks after the enemy fighters were 
engaged. At the same time low-level strafing attacks were made, and this 
resulted in clearing the decks of enemy anti-aircraft fire. The low-level 
skip bombardment attack was administered as the coup de grace. These 
tactics had been first used on a large scale by the Fifth Air Force Pes 
The preparation for and the actual support given during the invasion 
of Leyte provides another excellent {llustration of the correct use of 
tactical air power. Japanese airfields within striking distance of Leyte 
were neutralized in a series of heavy strikes preceding and during the 


actual invasion. After the landings hed been made, attacks on enemy 
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pmmunications resulted in such staggering Japanese losses that 


ould be considered sufficiently isolated to prevent reinforcement 
pe by the end of December 1944. 
dedication of the entire Fifth Air Force, a part of the Thirteenth

forbes was best illustrated in the campaign for Iuson, when for the first 
time the Sixth Army engaged a large enemy force in a war of ground maneuver.

and 8,000,000 rounds were in support of ground ieocces "Cf the many 
Pacific tactical air operations," observed the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
"we think the most striking example of the effective use of tactical air 
power, in cooperation with ground troops and the Navy, to achieve decisive 
results at minimum cost, in lives and materiel was the work of the Far 
East Air Forces in the Lingayen-Central Luzon coapelanct 

Employment of air power in the South and Central Facific followed the 
same ratterns as those found most profitable in the Southwest Pacific, 
although the use of specialized types of aviation often obscured the 
tactical air patterns. The beginning of offensive action in this theater 


was at Guadalcanal (7 Aucust 1942). Covering this action AAF heavy

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SUBJECT: Relationship of the Development of the AAF Bombing Doctrine to 
the Development of the Modern Bombsight

Wright Field authorities have this to say, in part, about the 
development of the modern bombsight: 


The Norden bombsight was developed by the Navy Department long 
before World War IT as a precision device for bombing maneuvering 
ships by naval aircraft. Its inventor, Mr. C. L. Norden, was a 
consulting engineer whose services had been retained overa period of 
years by the Bureau of Ordnance to design and improve the equipment. 


The Norden bombsight first came to the attention of the Chief 
of the Air Corps early in 1932. Because of its -reat promise, the 
Navy Department wis requested, 2; March 1932, to purchase twenty-five 
for the Air Corps. The first article wes delivered 1 April 1933 and 
tests were completed a week later. Results were so favorable that 
the procurement of seventy-eight additional sights for the Air Corps 
was requested. Major General H. A. Drum, Commanding General, 
Hawaiian Department, had been impressed by some very accurate bombing 
demonstrations by the Navy, and had borrowed several sights from the 
Navy in order to make comparison with the Army sights. He reported 
the Norden bombsight (Navy designation Mark XV) far superior to the 
Army sights (D<1, Dey and C-3) then available in Hawaii. On 29 April 
1935, he requested enough Mark XV bombsights to equip all bombers in 
his command. Brigadier General A. W. Robins, Chief, Materiel Division, 
Wright Field, recommended the allocation of twelve Norden sights to 
Hawaii for shipment curing 1935.

However, a letter from Brigadier General B. D. Foulois, Acting 
Chief of the Air Corps, to Admiral William A, Moffett, Chief of 
the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, proves that the Air Corps was cogni- 
zant of the existence of the Norden bombsight at least as early as 
the latter part of 1931. The text of the letter, dated 5 October

With respect to the Sperry bombsight, there is evidence that its 
development began earlier than the da 1a——1945—-indicated above. A 
letter of 17 April 1933 from the Chief of the Procurement Section, 
Materiel Division, Wright Field to the Chief of the Air Corps states 
that contracts had been let with the Sperry Gyroscope Company for the 
manufacture of C-3X and C+4. Reference is also made to a contract 
with George Estoppey for a C-5 sight and to the fact that the Sperry 
Company was "reworking" a Goerz sight.

General Hansell's letter to Professor Cate speaks of the develop- 
ment of the AAF precision bombing doctrine as having begun at the Air 
Corps Tactical School at Maxwell Field, Since that School was moved 
from Langley Field to Maxwell on 31 August 1931, anc the Chief of the 
Air Corps expressed interest in the Norden bombsight in October of 
that year, it would seem that the develepment of doctrine—if it 
preceded the knowledge of the existence of a modern bombsight—-<did so 
by only a brief interval of time. That the doctrine of precision 
bombing was developed independently of any knowledge on the part of 
its proponents of the Norden or any other modern bombsight seems not 
at all unlikely. The Navy, of course, had no choice; precision bombing 
was essential to the success of its mission. lhe Air Corps officers 
mentioned by General Hansell-—-George, Walker, Wilson, Fairchild, 
Webster, Kuter, and himself--may well have assumed that if the 
advantages of precision bombing could be established in theory,

Up here in Ottawa, Brigadier General J. C. Jensen has been 
ensconsed as Chief, USAF Central Coordinating Staff - Canada and it 
ie my good fortune to ve associated with him in this pioneer effort.

At the present time we are a small outfit with only coordinating and 
representational authority. A Colonel Kermit Dyke is with us. 


We are in the process of activating and in so doing we must 
establish a small library. In view of our quasi-diplomatic position, 
I feel we should be in a position to answer queries both historical 
and current. To this end, I am writing you for advice and assistance. 
I could go about this in a more formal way, tut I felt we would get 
quicker results by relying on your good nature. 


There are four items in which I feel you and RSI might do us 
some good. 


: First. How can we go about getting the already published vclumes 
ya of the History of the Army Air Forces in WWII and assuring or ganize- 
tional copies of the volumes to come? 


Second. I got away before having a chance to collect any KSI 
publications which might relate to problems pertinent to the mission 
or day to day operations of US forces in Canada. We will be dealing 
with SAC, TAC, ADC, MATS, NEAC, AMC, and anyone else - including any 
of your researchers who might venture North into Canada. If there 
are any such, could some be sent to us?

Third. I assume that there are a host of agreements relating to 
the activities of U.S. forces in, with, or over the territory of the 
Dominion of Canada. Obvious are such items as the NATO agreements and 
special agreements between major commands and the Canadian government, 
such as those concerning NEAC. I am sure there are many others con- 
cerning construction, use of the Alcan Highway, purchase of equipment, 
disciplinary authority, joint board agreements, etc., etc. Would it 
be appropriate to ask the Documentary Research Division to see what 
they could turn up for us in short order in the way of a oibliography 
of all such agreements, laws, treaties, policy papers, etc? If we had 
a good bibliography we could then get the actval documents and orient 
ourselves. 


Fourth. If ADTIC is doing or planning to do any research anywhere 
in the Dominion of Canada; we would like to kmow about it, project by 
project, just for information. Incidentally, as I read our charter, 
the USAF Central Coordinating Staff - Canada is to be the initial 
‘contact for all USAF agencies hereafter doing business with the Canadian 
government or the Canadian Armed Forces other than for business canduoted 
through diplomatic chammels. 


In view of the length of this letter anc the number of requests 
included, I have sent along copies for you to pass to Gen Davies, ADTIC, 
or the Documentary Research people, should Gen Davies feel it appropri- 
ate. Understand, I am seeking information and trying to do so as quick- 
ly as possible. I don't want to get out of line or impose on an old 
and valued friendship. If you deem best, Al, just throw this into File 
13 and send me a regrets card for Christmas. 


Please say “Hi™ to any of our mutual friends you encounter and in 
particular to Doc Maxwell, whom we would be happy to have come and teach 
us how to survive up here. Is he a new Dad yet?

Can we (U. S.) get desirable results in Asia by application of 
greater force?

FAIRBANK OPPOSES EXTENDING CONFLICT TO CHINA, SEES NO REAL 
ADVANTAGE IN BOMBING MANCHURIA==PROFESSOR SAYS AIRPLANE 
ATTACKS WOULD SPUR CHINESE ON, NOT DESTROY MILITARY POWER

China, even more than Korea, provides a type of military 
terrain with which we have not had much experience. I refer 
not to the fact that the country is big nor to the fact that 
it is heavily populated, but to the remarkable density of the 
agrarian population in the countryside on the flood plains of 
the great rivers where the bulk of the Chinese populace live. 


As the Japanese found to their cost over a decade, a densely 
populated countryside has some of the characteristics of a 
country-wide city in that the rural population are numerous 
and ubiquitous, and every peasant is a potential participant 
in military operations as an auxiliary for espionage, communi- 
cation, transportation or other services. 


The Japanese found that sending a military colwmn through the 
densely populated Chinese countryside was a different proposi- 
tion from sending one against an enemy in an unpopulated terrain. 
The chief result of this feature of the Chinese countryside is 
the tendency for invading spearheads to bog down, lose their 
communications and fight a war of rapier-against-haystack. 


This concept of somehow solving our problew in Korea by 


fighting elsewhere strikes me as part of a general over-all 
fallacy--namely, the tendency to expect that we can get 
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desirable results in Asia by the application of greater force. 
There is no question about the need of punishing aggression by 
force and being constantly prepared to use force against Russiau 
and other communist expansion as a general proposition. 


There is considerable question, however, whether the enlarged 
application of force in Asia by ‘itself can solve any problems 
for us there. For example, the Chinese Communist regime has 
been reported by most observers to be a good deal more efficient 
and effective in handling some of China's problems than its 
predecessor. 


The successful campaign to stop inflation and the efforts to 
increase production are examples of greater governmental 
efficiency, even though combined with some of the communist 
methods of deceiving people by lying propaganda and controlling 
them by fear of the police. 


Supposing that we were eventually able by force to destroy the 
present power of the Chinese Communist regime, what would take 
its place? I doubt if anyone but Chaing Kai-Shek believes that 
he could form @ government to take over and administer again 

the 400 millions of the Chinese sub-continent. The strength of 
the Chinese Communist regime, which is now being manifested 
against us, has not been built in a day but over a whole genera- 
tion of activity in organizing the peasantry in the populous 
countryside. 


It may bring China no happiness, even though the trains may run 
on time, but the fact remains that it has certain elements of 
Strength and orgarization which have been acquired painstakingly 
and over a period of more than a decade. What would we put in 
its plece? Where are the program and the personnel to take over? 


No doubt, our best chance of finding them would be in Formosa, 
where many competent administrators and the patriotic Chinese 
remain. But there is little sign that this island of 7 million 
with its quarter of a million Nanking Government refugees can 
provide the personnel and leadership now to run China. 


If we were to have a program of bombing we could need an equally 
important program of recruiting and training the young people and 
the civil servants who could establish a regime and meet the 
needs of the Chinese populace. The only alternative is chaos and 
the continued totalitarianism to which it conduces. 
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Thus, the advocates of force to suppress Communism in Asia, 

if they have their way, can no doubt destroy the communist 

power holders in various places. Are we to take over and run 
Asia with American personnel? Can we find competent puppets? 

Do we seek 4 new colonialism? Or do we expect Western Liberatar- 
fan democracy to appear miraculously overnight? 


The fact is that Asia has a background of political despot ism 
and this tradition lends itself to the moder talitarian 
developments. Our best chance of getting stability in the Far 
East, in addition to a balance of power system between China and 
Japan, lies in securing a situation in which revolutionary China 
is checked from being warlike abroad or toward us while left to 
work out her own destiny internally. 


It may be impossible to China to have any regime but a totalitarian 
one for some time to come, and we must assume that a purely totali- 
tarian regime will be aggressive and militaristic toward us. 


But this unhappy prospect does not seem to me to lead to the 
conclusion that an all-out war with China now would serve our 
interests. On the contrary, it might provide the best opportunity 
for Russia to take Western Europe and put us in a forked stick. 


While agreeing that aggression must be punished by force, 
Fairbank--a Harvard history professor--said, “There is considerable 
question, however, whether the enlarged application of force in 
Asia by itself can solve any problems for us there. 


“For example, the Chinese Communist regime has been reported by 
most observers to be a good deal more efficient and effective 
in handling some of China's problems than its predecessor." 


The statement--appearing in the Harvard Crimson, the university 
daily--continues, “Thus, the advocate of force to Suppress 
communiam in Asia, if they have their way, can no doubt destroy 
the communist power holders in various places. But they give us 
no indication of what would come afterward. * * * Do we expect 
western liberatarian democracy to appear miraculously overnight? 


Fairbank says that “our best chance of getting stability in the 
Fat East * * * lies in securing a situation in which revolutionary 
China is checked from being warlike abroad or toward us while left 
to work out her own destiny internally.” 
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Although agreeing that China may continue to have an aggressive 
totalitarian government, Fairbank concludes “this unhappy 
Prospect does not lead to the conclusion that all-out war with 
China now would serve our interests. 


"On the contrary," he says, "it might provide the best opportunity 
for Russia to take Western Europe and put us in a forked stick."

“One may have all the might of a formidable armament but one 
cannot catch butterflies with bulldozers.

The territory they had occupied would be reoccupied 
by the Asian multitude who would be more fiercely determined 
than ever to do away with the presence of the Western white man. 


"Although I realize that in the long run Southeast Asia is bound 
to lie within the Chinese sphere of influence - as Chiang Kai-Shek 
has always insisted - I think it may be possible to prevent any 
sudden and overt occupation of Southeast Asia. It may be feasible 
to make it too dangerous, and not worthwhile in comparison with 
the prospects of access to the economic resources of Southeast 
Asia and beyond." 


ALTERNATE STRATEGY: "I think, moreover, that if an international 
structure can be created, one which is guaranteed by the Soviet 
Union, the United States, France, Great Britain and China, that 
North Viet Nam will tend to go Titoist, that is to say to remain 
communist but not Chinese. What will do most for our real 
interests in Southeast Asia is not to bomb Hanoi but to create 

a visible guarantee which makes it safe for Hanoi not to be, 

as it has always striven not to be, a Chinese satellite."

According to the Air Vinistry Yeekly Intelligence Summary No. 250 
(17 June 1944), the GAF about 1,0 0 aircraft of all types in France and 
the Low Countries just before D-day.

The mission of the lst Sea Search Attack or Sea Search Attack Develop 
ment Unit was to develop the tactios, techniques and supporting equipment 
of antigubmrine warfare, This unit participated directly in submarine 
campaigns against the enemy at langley Field, Vae, Key West, Fla., New 
Orleans, Ia., and Trinidad, and was very instrumental in developing tace 
ties for submrine warfare and equipment such as MAD, sonobouys, color 
slicks, searchlights ani identification equipment. 


The "Wright Project" was composed of trained personnel of the lst 
Sea Search Attack Group and tactics designed by the Group were used quite 
extensively by the project. However, the mission was not limited to anti- 
submrine warfare, but to detection and attack of enemy shipping at night 
and low altitudes using the low altitude radar bomb sight, 


All of the above information was compiled by Lt. Colonel leo J. 
Foster, Jr., currently stationed at Eglin, who was a member of the lst 
Sea Search Attack Group when it was organised. It, Colonel Foster was 
also one of the origim members of the "Wright Project" and due to his

The following information has been compiled from the Eighth Air Force 
Tactical Mission Report for 5 January 19k, and corresponding entries for 
that day in the histories of the VIII Fighter Command, the 20th and 55th 
Fighter Groups, and their component squadrons: 


On S Jarmary 194), the 20th, 55th, and 35lth Figter Groups 
provided protection to 274 heavy borbers dispatched by the Eighth 
Air Porce against Kiel, Germany.* Since much of the course pure 
sued by this task force lay over water, only general target support 
was furrished by the VIII Fichter Command.

On 24 September 1944, at 0820 hours, 32 B-24 aircraft of the 485th 
Bombardment Group (H) took off from Venosa, Italy, to attack the marshai- 
ling yards at Salonika West, Greece. After rendezvous with the 460t! 
Group over Spinaszola, the mission proceeded on its way, with the 455th 
leading the formation. At 1114 hours the aircraft arrived over the 
target, where they released their bombs from an altitude of 23,200 feet. 
Intense, accurate, anc heavy flak was encountered in the area for three 
to four minutes. As a result of this "extremely accurate" fire, two 
planes belonging to the 829th bombardment Squadron were hit. They con- 
stituted the only bomber losses incurred by the Fifteenth air Force on 
that day. 


Aircraft No. 50775, flying in Number 2 position in the first box 
of the formation, received e direct hit on Number 3 engine just as bombs 
were away. It promptly caught fire and lost altitude rapidly. The air- 
craft exploded and fell into three pieces, eagh of which was in flames. 
Two men perachuted to safety from this plane.* 


1. Three other bombardment groups of the Fifteenth Air Force flew 
missions in the area on that day. The 460th also bombed the 
marshalling yards at Sslonike jest, while the 464th and 465th 
Groups raided Scaramanga Karbor.

It was observed going into a steep dive, in order to miss 
the falling plane just ahead. jiith one wingtip in flames, the plane 
continued ita dive for several thouscnd feet, then levelled off and, 
when last seen, appeared to be under control. It was not observed 
again after the formation left the target area. it was later learned 
that all except the pijot had parachuted safely to earth and had been 
made Prisoners of War.

My rank at the time was that of First Lieutenant, and the encounter with 
General Adams was the first thing in the morning after the sending of 

the cable. Apparently, General Adams' attention was called to the matter 
by receiving a copy of the cable that had been dispatched. 


Now that so many years have passed and our Government is taking action 
such as the release of the China papers, I assume that I am free to 
discuss the various details of my rather unique experiences during World 
War II. 


During the weeks prior to Pearl Harbor, General Ken Walker and General 
Vandenberg discussed in my presence the problems connected with alerting 
the Hawaiian and Philippines military units. We appreciated that some 

sort of limitation had been set on the amount of oil reserves to be permitted 
Japan, with the level of reserves being controlled by the American, British 
and Dutch agreement as to shipments from the oil producing areas they con- 
trolled. 


We also understood that there was agreement that America would support 
the British and the Dutch if the Japanese forces endeavored to break through

the surrounding ring in order to obtain more oil supplies. We realized 


that the Japanese command would have to make its decision to submit to 
such castration or fight.

At that time we were particularly concerned with aiding our prospective 
European allies and felt that a paralysis might result on this side if the 


public became alarmed because we had concluded we were closer to a 
shooting war than the impression that official Washington was endeavoring 
to create. The discussion touched on the very close vote by which Selec 
Service and authorization for the expansion of tank construction faciliti 
had cleared Congress. The conclusion was that a war scare without 
war would materially impair our ability to aid our prospective allies and the 
result might undermine their will to continued resistance. This risk was con- 
sidered a more disastrous prospect than the danger of having our Philippine 
and Hawaiian units undispersed. 


Also, there was the problem of sabotage if the Philippine units were dis- 


The nub of the discussion was that the dilemna of either taking more adequate 
steps overseas or alternatively running the danger of war scare headlines in 
the papers that might result from placing the units ona combat basis was 
resolved in favor of avoiding the possibility of the newspaper headlines and 
preferably running the risk of surprise. To minimize the latter we undertook 
a joint activity with our allies to keep more careful tabs on the Japanese 
assault forces. Hence, the flight orders that were the

earlier letter to General Twining. 
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The military staff in Washington was confronted with how to carry forward 
a war policy without the wholehearted support of the country and, at the 
same time, not running into the danger of paralysis of effort that would 
result from press headlines and the furor that would follow in Congress.

ations, This, however, did not deter the War Department and Conrreos 
from considering how the U,. S. could best be protected from outeide 
agrression, In the i6 years from 1919 to 1934 no less tran 14 princt- 
pal boards considered the problems of national defense, the ehief one 
being: how wis the air weapon to be fitted into the overeall structure 
of national defense? Could the air service best serve the nation's 
interest as an entirely separate, independent branch of the military 
establishment, or should it remain as an integral rart of the Army? 
In considering this point it wes impossible, of course, to separate 
the questions of ei r force employment and air force control. In the 
settlement of both, however, the air arm, though it gained certain 
minor concessions, eames out with much less than it had hoped for. By 
the Army Reorganisation Act of 4 June 1920 the air service received 
nothing more than formal recognition as a combatant arm of the Armys 
the Air Corps Aot of 1926 effected no fundamental changes the Air 
Corps remined a cocbatant branch of the Army, with its chief function

Creation of the Ghy Air Foroe 
The next pronouncement of air force doctrine appeared in October 
1935 in a revision of Training Regulation 440-15, sade necessary by the 


reorganisation in larch of that year wilch established the GQ tir 


Force, Though the creation of the GUQAF was at least a partial victory 
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for the proponents of an independent air force and strategic s 
warfere, the regulation of 1935, wich ws to "govern the employwon 


and “constitute the basis for the training of the sir forces of + 
Army," in actual fect left no doubt thet the Generel Steff sti}? con 
ceived of the primery function of the eir force as suprort of grour 
operations, “Air forces constitute a highly mobile acd powerful 

bat element which . . . conducts the operations required for car-ying 
out the arny mis-ions,™ 

The creation of GH. Air Force was cue, at least in part, to the 
agitation of a email group of Air Corpse officers who, following the 
lead of Mitchell, had urged since the 1920's the oreation of an 
independent air foree and who had proclaimed the virtues of struteric 
air wrfare, The two issues received mech attention from the General 
Staff, the Air Curps, Congress and the public in general in the period 
between the two world wars. [he General Staff's view wae that the 
air force's raison d'etre was to suprort the infantry, Tho requirements 
incident to the successful fulfillment of this mission, however, were 
largely tgnored,. 

Signifioantly, the Air Corps, in the midst of the struggle over 
comand and exzployment of the air force, never lost sight of the fact 
thet support of ground troops would be one of its principal functions, 
although the methods by which this could best be nocorplished were 
undergoing changes, and the amount of aviation thought necessary for 
this role was diminishing, ‘ie most amaging thing, however, is that 
despite this mutual recognition of the air forces’ support role, 
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‘neither the Air Corps nor the General Steff hed devised the chinery 
necessary for executing it. “hen “orld “sr II bern in Turope, there 
still was no consolid- ted, clearecut, concrete body of doctrine, nor 
for that matter even a ficld manual dealing with nireground ec 
and direct support of ground troops. 

It was act until December 1940 that the “ar Department directs

nsidered. General KeNalr, 3 srmarding the letter to the Com- 
manding General, Third Army, edded several other fundamental points 
for considerations calls by the ground troops for air support, 
designation of targets for such support,,reports by aviation. ‘to the 
ground troops, proper tu>gets for aircraft in support of troops, the 
best method of controlling aircraft, and the tine required to obtain 
air support efter the request has been made, 

Om the basis of these instructions 18 tests were conducted be- 
tween 11 February and 17 June 1081, tests which resulted in Treining 
Regulation 62 (29 August 1941). Sut except for ming provision for 
the first air suprort parties, the regulation did not offer anything 
radically different from the General Sta!f's longeheld concepts of the 
employment of air powor, All types of aviation were to engage in close 
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support work, and the regulation was largely concerned with the ranner 
in which cifferest types would be employed in this role, Still, it 
failed to set forth in detail the proceedure for airegroun’ support, it 
did not list priority targete for aviation so enrared, and it mde 


no provision for an agency, sither air or cround, to consolidate air 


for 


support aviation. ‘onsequently, it sas too weak a fuide either 


the Air Corps or the Army in cir suprort mtters, 


In the meantime, ¢ directorate of Air Suprert bad been estab] 
ed in Headquarters a‘F; and, es an indicacion of the growing amree 
ness of the need for agencies to control air support aviation, five 
groundeair support commnds were established, Then, in March 1942, 
Field Manual 31-35 appoared, superseding Tmiring Circulars 62 and 
70 (16 December 1941). The statements in the new manual regarding

the omployzent of aviation in support of grovnd troops were the most 


positive yet made, Air support aviation was “norrally ccnsituted 

into air support commands which ordinarily are parts of air forces.”

Field Manuva) 23-355 wis by no maans nerfect: it ws ambiguous 
©n more than one point. Yut it at least recognised a controllin: erenc 
for air support operations, and, what ms of es -ecial significance, 
it spelled out in some detail the manner in which atr support missions 
were to be camtrolled when bombardment units were assigned to the task. . 
Soon after 31435 was issued, an sffort ms made to clarify sore 
of the ambiguities which weakened it as an effective statement of 
tactical air doctrine, particularly that portion which dealt with 
the method to be used in calling for and reesiving close sup-ort 
missions; it was alco desirable to correct the belief which had «risen 
in sore quarters that there would be “a ‘norral't amount of combat 
aviation available to support certain types. of ground forees,"=° To 
clear up this confusion and misconception, Treining Circular 37 
was issued on 29 June 1942: it stated that effective air operntions 
required “large misses of sviation in order to maxe its firepover 
most effective." 
This requirement necessitates maintaining combat aviation under 
eentral contro] to be employed in mss as each situation dictates, 
It precludes the more or less equal distribution of combat evi- 
ation to a number of subordinate ground uni«s, No normal amount 
of supporting aviation can be determined, In each ease it will 
depend upon the estimate as to the amount required to accomplish 
the result and the amount evailable, 
Air support commands form the agency through which the supvorted 


ground commander control the cozbet aviation which at any time 
may be assigned the task of supporting his ground unit, 
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During t:e summer of 1942 several exercises were held to test 
the doctrines set forth in the new mnual, They were not an un 
qualified success, Shortages, end even a conplete lack, of equipment 
in certain categories made some of the results of doubtful value, 
Bevertheless, the Director of Air Support, Army Air Forces believed 
that there had been suffisient testing to warrant some modification 
of Field Manual 31-55; he felt that certain procedugal chanpés were 
called for, Army Cround Forces, on the other hand, felt that too 
mich had been missing from the exercises for them to be considered 
@ fair trial for the manual; at a conference to consider revisions 
the Army Ground Forces did not indorse the changes contemplated, 


and the expected revision of Field Manual 31-25 never mterielized, 
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Ill Development of Tactical Doctrine in North Africa 

Even as this conference was in session, Azsricans were waging 
@ campaiga in hgrth Efrica with only the provisions of field Nenual 
$1235 to guide the air support phase. As mtters turned out, however, 
Field Manual 31-356 ws tested but briefly in North Africa, Doctrine 
and procedure promulgated in a manual published only nine months before 
it ms pt to use in o combat theater could lardly be applied perfectly 
by units, the majority of which had had little or no training under 
the provisions of the uanual. hen the Alifes invaded North irriea, 
only a few of the combat unite of the Twelfth Air force had had combat 
experience, none of it in operations in suport of ground forees, and 
ouly a handful of personnel, air and ground, had participated in the 
exercises hold in the summer of 1942 to test Field kanual 21-35, ait 
even if a larger proportion had participeted, the lsck of proper 
equipment would hive caused them to leave the exercises with an 
erroneous idea of aireground cooperation, ‘Thers is no doubt that some 
of the cmrges and counter-charzes recarding the efficacy of air-support 
operations in the first four months of the North African campaifn can 
be traced to the late pronouncement of caicreteair-support doctrine 
and the lack of treining thereunder, 

There were other reasons for the bres kidown of the air-support 
plan in North Africa, in mid-Noverber, after the end of French

While the tactical air clerents were occupied with local oper- 
ations, the Cermans were left almost entirely free to build up their 
ground and air forces in tunisia.

In 
both the Minth and First “ir Forces, medium bombers were retained under 
the command of thé air force headquarters to permit floxibility. 

The relationship, between the headq-arters of the air forces and 
tactical air commands and the army groups and armies was one of mutual 
cooperation. The advanced hoadquarters of the air and ground unite 
were invariably located in close proximity to oach other. The commanders 
of the armies commanded their ground forces; the commanders of the air 
force organizations commanded their unite.’ 

Tho air forces operating in FTO adhered to the hasic principle that 
air porer oan contribute most effectively to the cver-all success of 
military operations by, first, gai ning serial superiority, second, 
disrupting the enemy's lines of commmications, an‘ third, by direct 
participation in the actual battle. The tactical air forces combined with 
the strategic air forces to achieve the first mission before D-day. 

The impotency of the German Air Force throughout the Furopean campaigns, 

not only allored the ground forces to move freely, day and night, without 
concern over the possible restricting factor of enemy air action, but 

4t also allowed the Allied air forces to divert their attention to 

offensive missions. ‘or the tactical air forces thess offensive missions 
largely took the form of attacks against the enemy's lines of commnications, 
TAC's second priority task. Several special plans were drawn and executed 
to isolate particular areas for specific purnoses. 

The first such specific plan was begun in May 19L; by attacks to 


destroy all oridges over the Seine River from le Havre to "aris. "Next, 
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the Loire riwér bridges were cut to impede movement of ‘troops into the 
beachhead area from ‘he south. fail lines throug) ‘ne so-called P 
Orlean Cap were cut and ko pt cut as part of the clan. ‘hen tits was 
accomplished attacks vere undertaken arainst rail lines within the area 
bounded by the Seine-Orlcan Gap-Loire River. Finally, @llied tactical 
aircraft, particularly fightcr-bonvers, harassed German movements withir 


this area to such an extent that sovement during the daytime was pr 


nibitive. hen the Germans vere finally force t withdraw during the

daytime to prevent complete destruction of their armies in Normandy, th 


resultant loss in equipment ws so prost that it wis necessury for trem 


to abandon their plan to establish a second defonsive line north and east 


of Paris. Similar campaigns planned and executed were: (1) isolation 
of the jrdennes during the Oorman count roffansive; (2) isolation of 


the Pamagan bridgehead; (3) isolation of the Kuhr. 


The overshelming disruption of lines of cormunication was considered 


by German commaniers to be one of the most important factors contributing 


to their defeat in the ~est. The significant thing is that the results 
were achieved >y the air forces operating uncer their own comanders, 

allowing the full weirht of the cntire air ffort (tactical as well as 
strategic, if nead be) to be brouht to eur, wit! tia propor weight at 


the right time and at the right place against targets tiat contributed 


post to the successful accomplishment of tha ground campaign. Interdiction

Perhaps the most striking illustration of the validity of the 


principle of flexibility came during the German counter attack of 

During trese critical days, Ceneral “isenhower split the 
vattlefield through the middle of the enemy salient, plocing Ceneral 
Montgomery in charge of all forces north of the line and leaving ~ neral 
Bradley in command of the remnants of VI1! Corps ens Third army. At the

-ontrol of Second TAP. In order to effect a more qual distribution of 
tactical air power betveen Montgmory's an‘ sradley's forces, threes fighter 
groups were transferred from IX to YXIT Tic, am’ pou of these commnds 
were subsequently reinforced by the transfer to each of tiem of one ?-5) 
fighter=bomber group from the “ighth Air ‘orce. Finally, the striking 
power of the Sinth Air Force was further augmented by placing the entire 
2d Vombardment “ivision of thea “ighth temporarily under the former's 
operational conirol. 

In the midst of their many operations, the tactical air forces 
introduced, for third phase activity, the virtually combined air-ground 
headquarters, the ground liaison officers, air-;round liaison sections, 
joint operations centers, tactical air command o*ficers to servo with 
corps and livisions, the air-tank team, a system of armored column cover, 
and 6 vastly improved communications net-—-all of those things that. provided 
@ 6 stem wiereby urgent cases of Army rewuests could be ansvered with a 
lapee of only sixty to oishty mimtes from the time the request wus 
reesived until the planes were ovor their sae 

All of these might be considered procedural rather than doctrinal 
developments. ‘heir significance lies in the fact that they gave ample 
proof that tactical air force third phase, or third rriority, operations 


could be carried out effectively and swiftly within the framework of the 
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command ant emplo mant doctrine of F¥ 100~20, 

And indeed, when *orld War II was over anc 4 new 31=35 ap 
in August 1946 the procedures that had been evolved umier strasa of conf 
by far the best possible tasting ground—voccupled a prominont place |

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III Tactical Dectrine, 1945-1950 


Ag World War II drew to a close, it become arparent thet wertine 
develoyments in joint air-vround operstto:s © ‘de it necessary to revise 
Field Manval 31-35. The first step in thie direction was taken in the 
spring ef 1945 wher the Var Department issued Trat nine Circulers 17 ard 
30, which embodied the vericus vorking arrancverenta of air-ground teams 
in Burope, to cuide in the training of tactics] air unite destired for 
the invasion of Jepan. The revision of Field Menval 31-35 wae 
relensed on 13 Avgust 2946." 

During the major post wer joint maneuvers, cround officers were 
generally high in their praise of the quality and cuantity of close air 
support, the basic dectrine for which was ast forth in the revised version 
of Field Manual 31-35. At the conclusion of Exercise /S E’BLY, held in 
the spring of 1948, Maj. Gen. 5. L, Irwin, coma nding general of Joint 
Task Force lucky, steted tht air participation hed been of "incalsulable 
value" to the ground forces, especially in demonstrating to the troops

"the facility with which ground troops can cet air support. Following 


Exercise TARIERL, conducted in April and May 1949, Colonel Maddox, 

G3 of Third Arry, expressed his approvel of the close air support pro- 

vided by stating thet “we expected, of course, the superb quality of the 
performance, but not the maine And Maj, Gen. Clovis B. Byers, comand‘ 
general of the 624 Airborne Divisio:, declared *hat the coordination 4 
between air and cround forces hed resulted in the "nost outstanding® tacti- 

eal air support he hed ever seens particularly noteworthy, he seid, was 

the promptness with vbich targets were identified and hit following 
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requests for air support by infantry eee” Similer praise was 
fortheon'ng upon the completion of Brereise SWARMER, the large-scale joint 
exercise corducted in the spring of 1960: according to Maj. Gen. F. ¥. 
Clarkson, corranding general of V Gurpes during the exerciga, fro: t-line 
troops vere "loud in their praise of the prempt, heavy suprort provided 
throughout the problanS” 

Although no necessity for fmdaments] clinnce in the tactical air 
doctrine set forth in the 1946 edition of Field Manual 31-35 waa indi~ 
cated by these exerciseg, it was aprarent thet further revision vas 
needed, particularly with regard to procedures and techniques to implenent 
that actin” In addition, {t was felt thet the manual, published short- 
ly after the war when airezround operstions were fresh in the minds of air 
and ground personnel alike, was not sufficiently detailed and specific to 
give new and inexperienced personnel a clear picture of the uses and 
cayabilities of tactical airs such requirements as eir superiority, 
interdietion, end reconnaissance, discussed only briefly, were in need of 
further auplification, Revision was also called for by the roquirezent 
that procedures and techniques keep abrenst of postwer development in 
aircraft and equipment. 
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I¥. Tactial Air Docrire in Korea 


When the Serth Koran Commmists launched their invasion of the 
Reputlic of Korea mn % June 1950, the “ighth U.S. Amy and the Far vast 
Air Forces poe sessed in Field Manual 41-35, dted Aucust 1916 adequate 
tactical metrine for the cooperative esployment of their ground and air 
forces. By Settenter 190 the Far fast Comand hei additionally implew sted 
an exyanied statement prepared jointly by the Army Ficid Forces and the 
Tactioal Air Command and issued as the tentative Joint Training [directive 
for Air<Cround Operations. FFAF commanders wnaidered both domments 
to be sound in concept, but sudden implementation of the procedures ant 
techniques mtlned for tactical opprati ons wai ld rove diffiamlt ~hen 
forces available to the Far East Command were swtienly thrust from a 
defensive establishrent into an ell—ovt ae 

While the Far “sst Air Forces and tm Fighth Amy posseesed ade 
coctring for coop-rative mapaignine, it was soon evident in korea tmt 
both agencies lacked sufficient joimt training indths personnel ani equip- 
ment reqiired to effect t he doctrine. Roth deficiencics crew out of the 
wission allocited to the Far East Coumand, wich was limited to the iefe #8 
of ite area. As te fitted a defense nission, FEAF's tactical units were 
largely jet fighter groups based forair defense purposes. FEAF did not 
possess a tactical control group, which, with its radar and wmmmunicatio ns 
units, comprises the heart of « tactical air force. Yost Air Force 
training had been properly devoted to simulated air defense interception 
missions, but during the year prior to June 1950 some close support training 
had been undertaken with the Eighth Amy, whose units vere mmpleting 
battalion level training on % June. 


an 


As air ani ground units plunged into the Korean opersti on, FEAF made 
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efforts to improvise a proper control system. The Fifth Air Fa ce— 
designated for direct control of tactical a r operations in Korea—woried 
with commendable rapidity and comiderable ingenuity. Provisional TACP's 
were flown to Korea; the Pifth Air Force set up its share of a provisional 
Jcint Operations Center (JOC); # provisional Tacti@l Air Control Canter 
(TACC) joined the JOC at Taejon anc then noved oak to Taegu. He -dquarters, 
Fifth Air Force in Kores opened at Taemu on 2) July alongeide the 
JOC/TACC, thus establish ing comme and control at one location in the 
fidld. With the arrival of the 502d Tactical Control Group in Septemter 
1950, the prow sional contro] mechanism was replaced by @ more penmnent 
esta bDlis hmont. 

Under normal circumstances Army units bear the burden of requesting 
desirable air support strikes, involving the transmission of target infor- 
mation to the Army's air-groind operations section of the JOC, but, being 
in a retrograde action for most of the summer of 1950, the Fighth Amy 
was often unable to identify enemy points of strameth on its own front 
lines. The Fifth Air “orce therefore instituted use of airborne MOSQUITO 
controllers on 9 July, who flew unarmed T-6 aircraft out to the front 
lines, located targets either imlependently or in conjunction with advice 
from friendly TACP's, anc directed fighters in attacks upon these te: gots. 
When the Eighth Army wis unable to complote its recuired communications 
between the front-line divisions and the JOC, the Fifth Air Force undertook 
to operate the air-request net with SCH-399 radio sets. Such commendable 
improvisation led GHQ, FEC, to commmt:s 

It is fully appreciated that essential clements of the air-ground 

system were not available in the °ar Fast Command at (he outbreak 

of the Korean emergency and that substitutes ani field expedients 

were necessary. That such a highly socessful and workable system 


has been developed in a relatively short period of time speaks well 
of the resourcefulness ani ability of the commanders concerned. 
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During Yorld war Il, little thought had apparently been given to 
the support of a land campaign by fast-carrier air power. Integration of 
carrier air effort into the Fifth Air Force-tighth Any control system 


was accordingly managed with umertainty ani no little diff feulty. On the 
other hand, U.S. Merine Corps divisions possessed integral air control 
mechanisms and rere allocated an entire Warine air wing for urely close 
guppart operations. Marine airmen thus went ins action early in August 5 
1950 in support of Warine ground troops, utilizing tecnniques of support 
peculiar to their own service. While strategic bom erdmant aircraft had 
been enployed in mmercus tactical endeavors curing Yorld war TI, their 
moet profitable tactical utilisation in Korea would be delayed by 4 
misconception that they could best be used for close supoort purposes. 

In the absence of any comprehensive inter-service statement cover ing 
cooperative employment of the total air resources of the U.S. Air farce, 
Navy, and Marine Corps in mapport of ground forces, mich trial-and-error 
improvisation had to be undertaken during a cri tical stage of the Korean 
ground campal gn. 

While the Fifth Air force and Fighth Army were affecting a workable 
control system with the limited moans at hand, no suitable integration of 
Wavy air wis immediately forthooming. arly in July, the Far Fast Command 
stated the policy that when both Navy Forces Far,last (NAVFE) and FEAF 
were assicned missions in “crea ayrerocative called “coor ination contro] 
would be delegated to the commander of FEAF. This term wes not familiar 
to joint service usage, but 4t wis probable that GHQ, FSC, intended to 
manage coordination of air effort within its om headquarters, despite ‘he 
fact that this body ws not 4 properly or ganized joint body with pro- 


portionate representation accorded to Army, Navy, md Air Force. The 
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uncertainties of "coordination control" were most evident in Korea on 
occasions when Seventh Fleet fast-carricrs were moved in to lend support 
to the ground fighting. Upon sich occasions, the Firth Air Force naturel 
believed that carrier pilots should follow norms] close support contro! 
procedures, but fleet officers protested that the existing control channels 
were 80 overcrowded that carrier planes cwld seldom secure targete. 
Liaison officers, moreovar, were generally dispaterad from the fleet to 
Fighth Army rother than to the JOC. Apparently the fast carrier task 
force was long unable to effect the radio-telet rope com-unicetions needed 
between the fleet ani the JOC for prop»r integration of close eupport. * 
Finally, on 5 November 1950, @ FPEAP-HAV™E conference clarified these 
matters, agreeing that the fast carrier force would furnish about £0 
sorties a day for close suppart, that the carrier force would open 

Gireet commnications into the JOC, ami that the Navy would normally 

be assigned a certain specific sector of the front for its close support 
operations. In the following months this agreement would hold, tut 

except in critical moments offensive Navy carrier effort would be given 

to armed reconnaissance and interdiction strikes. 

The cantrol system established during the sunmer of 1950 was designed 
to effect air cooperation with the Fighth Army, tut the decision to land 
the independent X Corps at Inchon on 15 September 1650 necessitated a 
second tactical alr headquarters. For this operaticn, GHQ, FEC, attsched 
the First Marine Air “ing to X Corps and established a separate ares of 


air operations around the b achhead wiich could be entered by Fifth Air

Force planes only upon emergency request from X Corps. This operation# 
area was disestablished on , October, ani control of the Marine air units 


wag passed to fifth Air Force. Almost immediatoly, horever, other orders 
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committed the X Corps to a second amphibieus lsncing at Yonsan, with 
another designated air operations ares for the attached first Marine Al: 
Wing. On D-day at Yonsan (26 Octod r 1950), however, the 1 Corrs ws 
unable to get ashore through an ext nsive minefield ~hile HOF troops 

had meanrhile captured the target area and vere advancing northward. The 
X Corps air ope ational arca was accordingly disestavlished, and the -crpa 
was directed to submit its request for air support to the JOU at Fifth 
Air Force. RAF well recognized the potantial danger represented in & 
decision whereby the commander of the ‘ifth Air ‘orce migit be forced 

to allocate scarce air rover to the compet ng dexands of two separate 
and independent ground commarders, ut trere was neither sufficient 
persormel nor ecuipment in the theater to establish a separate tactical 
air force ami control group fer the % Lorps. During the month following, 
moreover, the X Corps had little need for supparting air action. fr 
Decenber 1950, with the Chinese Communist assault, the Fifth Air force 
promptly directed the First Marine Air Wing to perform all supporting 
strikes desired by the X% Corps, reporting all strikes desired but excessive 
to ite mans to the Fifth Air Force JOC at Seoul. This arrangement was 
conti med until the successful evacuation of the x Corps to South borea. 
When this corps entered the Zighth Army line, its support was wana ged 
through the regular channels up to the Eighth Army-Fifth alr ‘orce Joint 
Operations Center. 

Utilization of the medi .m vombar effort of the M7 \F Hombor Command 
against tactical targsts was equal ly marked by confusion during ths first 
months of hostilities. This comand possessed the ability to reduce such 
strategic targ-ts as lay in North Korea ami to interdict Communist supply 


routes northward to the Yalu River. Implementation of a properly conceived 
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interdiction program, however, was delayed until 26 July 190, by the 
insistence of the GH, P=C, staff that the medium banbers must be suploye 
in areas closely adjacent ® the mttlefield, either in close support 
againet enemy tanks ani vehicles or against often vaguely defined bridce 
targets. On 16 August 1950, 98 3-29's were also «nvloyed in a saturation 
bombing of a large sector of enemy-heid territory along the Nak ‘ong 

River battle line opposite Yaegwan, but the success of this mission wis 
never determined since the “ighth Army made no effort to advance into 

the bombed area. After the U.N. landing at Inchon the B- 9's concentrated 
almost completely against bridge targets in North Korea, and with the 
apparent collapse of North Korean effart two of the five medium groups 
were returned to the inited States. Following the Chinese Communist 
intervention in the Korean hostilities and the appearance of WIG-15 

inte reeptors in November 1950, medium bombers were cha rged with keeping 
North Zorean air facilities at of operation. During the spring cmpairn 
of 1951, B-29's, fling singly or in small groups, managed ni;ht strikes 
against enemy troop concentrations with direction provided YS W?Q=? radar 
units. The MPQ-2 controlled medium bombers were credited with an important 
role in stemming the Chinese attack in April 1951 ani acain in Way 1951 

on the X Corps sector of the front. 

While FFAP ani the -ifth Air ‘orce ere seeking the establishment of 
proper control channels for tactical air, they were also faced with the 
necessity of justifying the orld “ar II proven concepts for most profitable 
employment of tactic] air power. Until the appearance of the WTG-15 
int receptors in Novanber 1950, it was possible for the U.N. forces to 
accept a virtually automatic aerial superiority and tact eal air effort 


could be divided between interdiction of anemy supply lines ami close 
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support of ground troops. During the first harried month of hostilities, 
the initiation of a nroperly conceived interdiction program wis delayed 
by a GHQ,FTC preoccupation upon close support. Hecause of the peculiar 
situation of U.". ground forces--a lack of sufficient artillery, over- 


extended lines, and grossly inferior numbers—tact ml air rewained 


heavily committed to close support during the summr of 1950. A statistical 


stat ment of FRAP total sorties batween 25 June ani 31 October 1950, 
reveals the large air commitment to the ground effort: 21,021 close 
support sorties, 15,233 interdiction sorties, 4rd niy 994 strategic 
sorties. On & September 195, all strategic targets were cincelled, 
and thenceforth medium bombers were committed to tactical us ge. Although 
4t appears that FRAF's emphasis upon the impartence of interdiction 
strikes ws not completely umerstandable to many ground force commanders, 
interrogation of North Korean prisoners in November 1960 revesled that the 
Commanists in South Forea hed veen severely injured by attacke in their 
rear areas, Captured Chinese documents also attributed the failure of 
their campaigns in the spring of 1951 to the air attacks which prevented 
the accumlation of a supply level adecuate for more than ten days' 
all-out cperations. Cognizant of the importance of interdiction during 
the armistice talks at Kacsong, the Fifth sir Force on 18 August 1951 
began a sustained rail-interdiction campaign—Operation STRANGLE -—desi gned 
to prevent the enemy from accumilating a supply level needed for sustained 
. Operations. At this time, the “i¢hth Army wis s0 far convinced of the 
worth of the interdiction effort as to reduce its daily re\uirenent for 


close support to 96 sorties across the entire arry front. Finally, 


the appearance of the enemy MIG=-15's in November 190 and the intensification 


of hostile antiaircraft fire, added a note of rim realism to the tactical 
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air war, making it immediately avident that the 7.3. could not expect 

to use any obsolete fighters in future alr wirs. By the spring of 1951 

it would be necessary to devote an entire F=<865 “ichter wing to counter-air 
patrols and subsequently a sacond F-8 wing would be required. It was 
obvious that neither interdiction nor close support could be taken unt!) 
Serial superiority was established. The Korean air effort thus vindicated 
the phases of tactical air operation prescrited 'n doctrine. 

From the viewpoint of tactical air doctrim the Aorean oxoerlence 
held little that wis new, and any possible lessons had to be qualified 
first by the absence of North Korean air powr and then by the inability 
of the Chinese to utilize their fet interceptors in any determined 
offensive against U.%. forces. “lth this fundamental circumstance in 
mind, it appeers that the tactical air doctrines for field army-tactical 
air force cooperation which crew out of the much wiser base of expe@tisanca 
in wany theaters during “orld war II met every test in Korea. The fact 
that these doctrines were meting the situation was unfortunately obscured 
by the confusion of the first year in Korea, the shortages of personnel 
ard equipment needed for air=ground cooperation, and some Little misunder- 
standing and misapplication of air power. It is doubly unfortunate, 
therefore, that most Korean “lessons” have been drawn from the confused 
period of the first year of the war rather than from the period of the 
ewamer of 1951 when many of the problems had been whipped into a workable 
solution and the U.N. forces had been welded into a hard-hitting battle 
team. Perhaps the sole doctrinal lesson of Korea wis that some all-inclusive 
and agreed principles ard techniques for the intoprated employment of USAF, 


Navy, and Marine air must be formated ani clewly understood within 


the National Defense Fstablishment of the United States.
